A secu rity o fficer said aU Palestine 
gu errilla o rganizatio ns d enied any 
k no wled ge o f Co l. Ernest R. Mo rgan, a 
member o f the U.S. military aid 
missio n in Tu rk ey who was seized at 
the height o f the fighting Su nd ay af­ 
terno o n. 
Mo rgan, 43 , o f Petersbu rg, Va., was 
sto p p ing fo r the night in Beiru t o n his 
way back fro m a meeting o f the 
Central Treaty Organizatio n in 
Pak istan. The manager o f his ho tel 
said he insisted o n d riv ing to the air­ 
p o rt to “bu y so me magazines.’’ 
“We warned him no t to go , bu t he 
became q u ite angry and said no o ne 


co u ld tell him what to d o ,’’ the 
manager said . 
Mo rgan’l tax i d riv er rep o rted that a 
gro u p o f armed men d ragged the 
co lo nel o u t o f the car at a ro ad blo ck 
near a Palestinian refu gee camp . 
Altho u gh Mo rgan was no t in u nifo rm, 
ano ther so u rce said the men to ld the 
d riv er he was “an American general’’ 
who had co me to su p p ly the right-wing 
Christian Phalange p arty , who se 
p riv ate army was warring with left- 
wing Palestinian gu errUlas and the 
liCbanese Mo slem factio n su p p o rting 
them.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The latest 
u nemp lo y ment figu res are ex p ected to 
sho w a statistical d ecline in the 
natio n’s jo bless rate becau se o f a q u irk 
in the way the go v ernment co mp u tes 
tho se figu res. 
The natio n’s u nemp lo y ment rate 
sto o d at 9 .2 p er cent o f the labo r fo rce 
in May . Officials warned that the in­ 
flu x Of stu d ent jo b-hu nters in Ju ne 
p ro bably wo u ld d isto rt the figu res 
being anno u nced to d ay by the Labo r 
Dep artment. 
Co mmissio ner Ju liu s Shisk in o f the 
Bu reau o f Labo r Statistics said the 
statistical u nemp lo y ment rate co u ld 
d ecline as mtich as sev en-tenths o f 1 
p er cent in Ju ne bu t still no t ind icate 
any actu al Imp ro v ement. He said the 
tru e jo bless rate co u ld be as mu ch as 
threeq u arters o f 1 p er cent higher than 
the o fficial figu re.

Officer Kidnapped In Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Security 
forces searched Beirut for a kidnaped 
American Army colonel today as the 
government reported another cease­ 
fire in the week-long street fighting 
that took at least 277 lives. 
A security officer said all Palestine 
guerrilla organizations denied any 
knowledge of Col. Ernest R. Morgan, a 
member of the U.S. military aid 
mission in Turkey who was seized at 
the height of the fighting Sunday af­ 
ternoon. 
Morgan, 43, of Petersburg, Va., was 
stopping for the night in Beirut on his 
way back from a meeting of the 
Central 
Treaty 
Organization 
in 
Pakistan. The manager of his hotel 
said he insisted on driving to the air­ 
port to “buy some magazines.” 
“We warned him not to go, but he 
became quite angry and said no one 


could tell him what to do,” the 
manager said. 
Morgan’s taxi driver reported that a 
group of armed men dragged the 
colonel out of the car at a roadblock 
near a Palestinian refugee camp. 
Although Morgan was not in uniform, 
another source said the men told the 
driver he was “an American general” 
who had come to supply the right-wing 
Christian Phalange party, whose 
private army was warring with left­ 
wing Palestinian guerrillas and the 
lebanese Moslem faction supporting 
them. 
The pro-Palestine newspaper Al 
Moharrer claimed that Morgan was 
“circulating suspiciously” in a Fiat 
automobile without identification 
papers. It said he “was taken to an un­ 
known destination and his fate is not 
known yet.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The latest 
unemployment figures are expected to 
show a statistical decline in the 
nation’s jobless rate because of a quirk 
in the way the government computes 
those figures. 
The nation’s unemployment rate 
stood at 9.2 per cent of the labor force 
in May. Officials warned that the in­ 
flux of student job-hunters in June 
probably would distort the figures 
being announced today by the Labor 
Department. 
Commissioner Julius Shiskin of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics said the 
statistical unemployment rate could 
decline as milch as seven-tenths of I 
per cent in June but still not indicate 
any actual improvement. He said the 
true jobless rate could be as much as 
threequarters of I per cent higher than 
the official figure. 
Shiskin said the quirk is caused by 
the large influx of students into the 
work force and the way the govern­ 
ment uses seasonal adjustments in the 
jobless figures.

A recent 
rise in short-term interest rates caused 
Alaskan Housing 
Costs In Orbit 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska (AP) - The 
trans-Alaska pipeline project is 
driving some people to enroll at the 
University of Alaska, even if only to 
find a room at reasonable cost. 
Some pipeline workers and job­ 
seekers are going back to school just to 
live in a dormitory, rather than pay the 
going price for a room in Fairbanks. 
One young man who has been living 
in Moore Residence Hall since he 
arrived from Virginia about three 
weeks ago said, “I needed a place to 
stay. I’ll take a few courses.” 
That is, he’ll take them at least until 
he gets a job working on the pipeline, 
he adds. 
Another young man who recently 
quit his job with a pipeline affiliate 
says he took work on campus because 
it gave him a room. In order to stay, 
the university required that he also 
enroll in summer school, which began 
this week. 
He says he’ll go to class “two or 
three times. It depends on how good it 
is.” 
Some occupants of Moore Hall say at 
least half of the summer residents of 
the dorm are taking courses just to 
qualify for a $90-per-month room. 
Even after a rent raise in May, state- 
subsidized university housing is a 


bargain compared with rents off 
campus, where $500 a month for a tiny 
apartment is not uncommon. 
Rooms in the university’s seven 
residence halls go for $280 a semester, 
lasting about three and a half months. 
A single bedroom apartment for mar­ 
ried students on campus costs $225 per 
month. ' 
The problem of young people lured to 
the university by its housing is “ap­ 
proaching the critical stage as opposed 
to an isolated instance,” says Dean of 
Students Dr. Harris Shelton. “It’s very 
directly related, of course, to the lack 
of housing in Fairbanks.” 
Fred Turner, director of housing, 
says he’s never seen anything like it in 
his career. He says he doesn’t have 
enough family apartments for students 
who want them this fall. 


“There’s no doubt it’s related to the 
pipeline,” Turner said. “Some of them 
don’t intend to be fulltime students.” 
What can be done now about people 
who enroll, take space in an apartment 
or residence hall and have no intention 
of going to class? 


“Nothing at all,” Turner says. “We 
have to give the student the benefit of 
the doubt. It’s not our position to 
examine students’ motives.”

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National Truck Strike Possible

Some independent trucking leaders 
say a nationwide strike at the end of 
July is a real possibility, but many of 
men who drive rigs say they aren’t 
interested in pulling off the road. 
The truckers say they want federal 
loans to help meet payments on their 
rigs, and some leaders say another 
nationwide strike is the only way to 
prod the government to action. 
The merits of such a strike w ill be 
debated during a meeting of in­ 
dependent trucking leaders in Chicago 
on July 12. 
But at a favorite truck stop along 
Interstate 70 in Hebron, Ohio, trucking 
leaders and individual drivers showed 
little ardor for a strike. 
Some said the current recession had 
dampened their enthusiasm. Others 
said they had unpleasant memories of 
the two-month-long strike 18 months 
ago that cost two lives, many injuries 
and thousands of lost dollars. 
“ I sat out for 10 days and didn’t get a 
nickel out of it,” said Dave Pierce of 
Walton, Ky. 
“ That strike didn’t accomplish a 
damn thing because we were lied to by 
government people down the line,” 
said Les Salsgiver of Lodi, Ohio, a for­ 
mer leader of the Council of In­ 
dependent Truckers. The council 
claimed 22,000 members and was 
recognized as the strike coordinator. 
Still, some of the truckers are 
militant. Millard Holden of McAllen, 
Tex., president of the Independent 
Produce Haulers of America, has 
called for a nationwide work stoppage 
Ju ly 27. 
“ The concept of strike seems to be 
the 
only 
one 
understood 
by 
bureaucrats in Washington,” Holden 
said. 
William J. H ill, chairman of the 
National Independent Truckers Unity 
Committee, said government loans are 
mandatory. 
“ Things are getting critical and 
something is going to happen,” H ill 
said after a meeting in Washington 
with 
Transportation 
Secretary 
W illiam T. Coleman and other 
government officials. “ There is a very 
real possibility there will be another 
shutdown.” 
H ill said the truckers must have $5 
million in emergency federal loans 
because loan money for independent 
truckers has virtually dried up. Many 
independents have had their rigs 
repossessed or have been threatened 
ken lev 
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with foreclosures, he said. 
Mortgage payments on the big rigs 
sometimes run as high as $800 a 
month. A new tractor-trailer costs 
between $38,000 and $50,000, Hill said. 
But, no matter what their attitude 
toward a new strike, all the truckers 
agreed on the issues, the same ones 
that brought on last year’s walkout. 
They listed four basics they want: 
—Suspension of the truck trailer 
highway use tax. 
—State ratification of a federal 
measure increasing the allowable 
weights on highways. 
—An end to ICC regulations which 
prohibit the owner-operators from 
carrying a load on a return trip. 
—Action on standardizing state 
regulations and licensing of trucks. 
The 7(1-30 Truck Stop on outskirts of 
Hebron is where many striking in­ 
dependent truckers gathered back at 
the end of 1973 during their violent 
walkout. 
“ If the strike leaders had done what 
they said they were going to do, the 
strike could have accomplished 
something,” said Pierce during a 
recent interview at the stop. “ They 
could have had this country tied up and 
on its hands and knees. But, they 
wouldn’t stick together.” 
Some leaders, like Salsgiver, are 
bitter over the last strike. “ I’m not 
getting involved in another strike.” he 
said. 
George Ryan of Barberton, Ohio, 
another former CIT official, said he 
agreed. “ I ’ll back Mike Parkhurst this 
time,” he said. 
Parkhurst, editor of the Los Angles- 
based 
O verdrive 
magazine, 
is 
president of the new Independent 
Truckers Association, which claims 
10.000 members. He emerged as one of 
the more active leaders in the last 
strike.

Some independent trucking leaders 
say a nationwide strike at the end of 
July is a real possibility, but many of 
men who drive rigs say they aren’t 
interested in pulling off the road. 
The truckers say they want federal 
loans to help meet payments on their 
rigs, and some leaders say another 
nationwide strike is the only way to 
prod the government to action. 
The merits of such a strike will be 
debated during a meeting of in­ 
dependent trucking leaders in Chicago 
on July 12. 
But at a favorite truck stop along 
Interstate 70 in Hebron, Ohio, trucking 
leaders and individual drivers showed 
little ardor for a strike. 
Some said the current recession had 
dampened their enthusiasm. Others 
said they had unpleasant memories of 
the two-month-long strike 18 months 
ago that cost two lives, many injuries 
and thousands of lost dollars. 
“ I sat out for IO days and didn’t get a 
nickel out of it,” said Dave Pierce of 
Walton, Ky. 
“That strike didn’t accomplish a 
damn thing because we were lied to by 
government people down the line,” 
said Les Salsgiver of Lodi, Ohio, a for­ 
mer leader of the Council of In­ 
dependent Truckers. The council 
claimed 22,000 members and was 
recognized as the strike coordinator. 
Still, some of the truckers are 
militant. Millard Holden of McAllen, 
Tex., president of the Independent 
Produce Haulers of America, has 
called for a nationwide work stoppage 
July 27. 
“ The concept of strike seems to be 
the 
only 
one 
understood 
by 
bureaucrats in Washington,” Holden 
said. 
William J. Hill, chairman of the 
National Independent Truckers Unity 
Committee, said government loans are 
mandatory. 
“ Things are getting critical and 
something is going to happen,” Hill 
said after a meeting in Washington 
with

Secretary 
William T. Coleman and other 
government officials. “ There is a very 
real possibility there will be another 
shutdown.” 
Hill said the truckers must have $5 
million in emergency federal loans 
because loan money for independent 
truckers has virtually dried up. Many 
independents have had their rigs 
repossessed or have been threatened 
ken lev 
•irs 
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with foreclosures, he said. 
Mortgage payments on the big rigs 
sometimes run as high as $800 a 
month. A new tractor-trailer costs 
between $38,000 and $50,000, Hill said. 
But, no matter what their attitude 
toward a new strike, all the truckers 
agreed on the issues, the same ones 
that brought on last year’s walkout. 
They listed four basics they want: 
—Suspension of the truck trailer 
highway use tax. 
—State ratification of a federal 
measure increasing the allowable 
weights on highways. 
—An end to ICC regulations which 
prohibit the owner-operators from 
carrying a load on a return trip.

But the effects of reces­ 
sions are ub iq uitous. Sometimes you 
can’t even give away your p roduct. 
This lesson is an old one for 
p ub lishers of a typ e (rf magazine that is 
distrib uted 
to 
b usinessmen, 
tradesp eop le and p rofessionals. 
P(^ularly called trade magazines, 
they are free and their circulation is 
controlled. 
The p ub lishers noake their money 
from tlte advertisers, who are assured 
that their message will b e delivered 
into the hands of a sp ecific typ e of 
readers having certain desirab le 
characteristics, including high in­ 
come. 
The p recise wording of the p romise 
is up to the p ub lisher, b ut the Business 
Pub lications Audit of Circulation then 
makes certain tl^ p ub lisher lives up to 
his guarantee b y once^-year check on 
the q uality of circulation. 
‘‘They p hrase it in auditab le terms,” 
says Thomas Camp b ell, p resident of 
the nonp rofit organization, which 
audits 652 major controlled circulation 
magazines. 
But now tl» p rob lem: Wlwn times 
get toi^ , as they have b ecome in the 
automc^ve indusb y, the word goes out 
to cut costs, and the edict ap p lies to the 
mail nxan as well as to tl^ assemb ly 
line and the executive suite. 
Controlled circulation magazines 
often are mailed in b ulk to comp any 
mail rooms, to b e distrib uted b y the 
comp any’s internal mail force. As 
some see it, maU rooms are an ideal 
p lace to cut costs. 


At Ford’s Rouge Office Building and 
at its research and engineering center 
in 
Dearb orn, 
distrib ution 
was 
discontinued, although workers can 
p ick up their cop ies at the mail room. 
Clearly this p resents p rob lems. 


Chrysler said it notified p ub lishers 
that it would not distrib ute their 
p ub lications internally for the 
foreseeab le future. The magazines, it 
suggested, might instead b e sent to the 
recip ient’s home. 


By mailing to a home address, 
however, some value is lost and some 
cost added. ‘‘We lose the p assalong.” 
said Camp b ell. That is, only one 
reader sees the magazines instead of 
p rob ab ly five who see an office- 
delivered cop y. 


Home delivery p resents other 
p rob lems. The worker might q uit his 
job and then the p ub lisl^r must find 
his rep lacement. With offi<» Kielivered 
cop ies the sub scrip tion almost 
routinely is p icked up b y the successor 
worker. 


While the situation certainly is more 
than just a nuisance to the p ub lishers, 
Cliarles Mü l, who directs American 
Business 
Press, 
an 
industry 
association, claims ‘‘it’s a temp est in a 
teap ot.” Camp b eU says there’s b een 
‘‘some disrup tion.” 
The fact remains that if the 
p ub lishers cannot get their b ooks into 
the hands of the readers they p romise 
to deliver, they are in troub le.

NEW YORK (AP) — You might 
think that in a recession the company 
able to give away its product would not 
be hurt badly. But the effects of reces­ 
sions are ubiquitous. Sometimes you 
can’t even give away your product. 
This lesson is an old one for 
publishers of a type of magazine that is 
distributed 
to 
businessmen, 
tradespeople 
and 
professionals. 
Popularly called trade magazines, 
they are free and their circulation is 
controlled. 
The publishers make their money 
from the advertisers, who are assured 
that their message will be delivered 
into the hands of a specific type of 
readers having certain desirable 
characteristics, including high in­ 
come. 
The precise wording of the promise 
is up to the publisher, but the Business 
Publications Audit of Circulation then 
makes certain the publisher lives up to 
his guarantee by once-a-year check on 
the quality of circulation. 
“They phrase it in auditable terms,” 
says Thomas Campbell, president of 
the nonprofit organization, which 
audits 652 major controlled circulation 
magazines. 
But now the problem: When times 
get tough, as they have become in the 
automotive industry, the word goes out 
to cut costs, and the edict applies to the 
mail room as well as to the assembly 
line and the executive suite. 
Controlled circulation magazines 
often are mailed in bulk to company 
mail rooms, to be distributed by the 
company’s internal mail force. As 
some see it, mail rooms are an ideal 
place to cut costs. 


At Ford’s Rouge Office Building and 
at its research and engineering center 
in 
Dearborn, 
distribution 
was 
discontinued, although workers can 
pick up their copies at the mail room. 
Clearly this presents problems. 


Chrysler said it notified publishers 
that it would not distribute their 
publications 
internally 
for 
the 
foreseeable future. The magazines, it 
suggested, might instead be sent to the 
recipient’s home. 


By mailing to a home address, 
however, some value is lost and some 
cost added. “We lose the passalong.” 
said Campbell. That is, only one 
reader sees the magazines instead of 
probably five who see an office- 
delivered copy. 


Home delivery presents other 
problems. The worker might quit his 
job and then the publisher must find 
his replacement. With office-delivered 
copies the 
subscription 
almost 
routinely is picked up by the successor 
worker. 


While the situation certainly is more 
than just a nuisance to the publishers, 
Charles Mill, who directs American 
Business 
Press, 
an 
industry 
association, claims “ it’s a tempest in a 
teapot.” Campbell says there’s been 
“some disruption.” 
The fact remains that if the 
publishers cannot get their books into 
the hands of the readers they promise 
to deliver, they are in trouble.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Claims 
for continual unemployment com­ 
pensation in Ohio remained steady for 
the week ending June 28 as special ex­ 
tended benefits rose another week, the 
Ohio Bureau of Employment Services 
said today. 
Claims for unemployment com­ 
pensation for one week or more were 
estimated at 202,500 for the week end­ 
ing June 28, a slight rise from the 
201,593 persons who received benefits 
continually the week before. 
That figure compares to 66,879 
persons who received compensation on 
the average each week in June 1974. 
Thirteen week benefit extensions 
under a special state-federal program 
for those unemployed were received 
by some 34,300 jobless at the end of the 
week of June 28, compared to 32.881 the 
week before and 30,945 in mid-June. 
New claims for extended benefits 
also rose to 5,580 on June 28, a hike of 
787 persons from a week earlier. 
Initial claims for benefits under the 
regular unemployment compensation 
program for the week of June 28 
dropped to 20,109 compared to 22,130 
during a similar period a week earlier 
and 20,527 for the week in mid-June.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) — It was 
almost a joke, 200 years ago, to call the 
ragged collection of New England 
farmers the Continental Army, but it 
was all George Washington had. 
On July 3, 1775, the Virginia plan­ 
tation owner formally took command 
of 13,743 of these woodsy rebels. 
Many of them had been camped out 
on the fringe of Boston for two months. 
They had come, some supplied for an 
overnight trip, to fight British soldiers 
who dared venture into the countryside 
of Lexington and Concord in search of 
patriot weapons. 
Washington became the new com­ 
mander-in-chief 
of 
the 
United 
Colonies, and it was his job to mold a 
fighting force that could defend the 
freedoms of English settlers still loyal 
to their king but upset with the 
government behind him.

But 
beyond that, if Jones’ refusal should 
ruin your claim, he may even have to 
pay you the damages himself. Most 
states now have statutes allowing 
damages against the unwilling wit­ 
ness. 
Thus, one court imposed damages on 
a businessman who was “ too busy” to 
testify at a shopper’s lawsuit against a 
supermarket. Conceding that the duty 
to testify is “ rarely pleasant or desired 
by the witnesses themselves,” the 
court added: 
“ Public authority has preference 
over private interest.” 
On the other hand, a witness need not 
submit to embarrassment or hardship 
beyond the legitimate needs of justice. 
For example: 
A woman witness in a homicide case 
was asked whether she had been 
quarrelling with her husband — a 
question that had no connection at all 
with the trial.

His dress is a blue coat 
with buff-colored facings, a rich 
epaulette on each shoulder, buff under 
dress, and an elegant small sword; a 
black cockade in his hat.”

Artemas Ward, who had commanded 
the army since it came together out­ 
side Boston. 
Then, with another officer, Israel 
Putnam, as a guide, Washington went 
to work, even before he officially took 
command. They rode three-quarters of 
a mile through Cambridge to Prospect 
Hill, a low rise that gave the general 
his first sweeping view of the military 
problems ahead of him. 
With a spyglass, he looked eastward 
to the ruins of Charlestown, where 
British sentinels were still standing 
guard after their bloody encounter 
with the patriots at Bunker Hill 15 days 
before. 
A bit to the south was Boston, then a 
bulge of land at the tip of a narrow 
peninsula in the harbor. The town was 
the domain of British soldiers and 
loyalists, who rarely ventured past the 
shadow of their artillery. Further 
away was the village of Roxbury and 
Dorchester Neck.

Castro Visits 
With Whalen 


HAVANA, Cuba (AP) - Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro, driving his own 
jeep, arrived unexpectedly at the Hotel 
Riviera here Tuesday night to talk 
with Rep. Charles W. Whalen, R-Ohio. 
The Dayton congressman was 
summoned by representatives of the 
Cuban Foreign Ministry and he and 
Castro sped off to an undisclosed 
destination with Whalen seated next to 
the prime minister in the front seat. 
Whalen, who had been trying un­ 
successfully to meet with Castro 
during his six-day stay here, an­ 
nounced earlier in the day he would 
report to President Ford on his visit 
Thursday. 
Whalen said he had been invited to 
join Ford on his flight to Cincinnati^ 
where the President will conduct a 
series of briefings on administration 
policies for business and civic leaders. 
According to Pat Ordovansky of the 
Dayton (Ohio) Journal Herald, who 
accompanied Whalen on his visit here, 
Whalen will tell the President: 
—It is “inconsistent” for the United 
States to work toward detente with 
China and Russia and “to not achieve 
detente with a country 90 miles off our 
coast. 
—The ban on doing business with 
Cuba is “not working. . . not isolating 
Cuba but isolating us.” 
—Both the United States and Cuba 
will benefit from unlimited trade 
between the two countries. 
—“It is up to us to give the signal” 
that we are ready to discuss improving 
relations with the Castro government. 
Whalen said he would tell Ford the 
next step in seeking improved 
relations with Cuba should be taken by 
the United States. 
“If I handcuffed your legs and arms 
you couldn’t give any signals,” he said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Potato 
prices in Ohio are in orbit. 
Retail prices for white potatoes 
zoomed up in one month by 65.5 per 
cent, an Associated Press market- 
basket survey disclosed Wednesday. 
A month ago IO pounds of white 
potatoes sold on average in the 
supermarkets for $1.22. Today the 
average price is $2.02 for a similar 
package, the survey in 13 cities 
showed. 
Appearance of long white potatoes 
from California powered the price 
explosion. 
Potatoes and meat sparked the 3.3 
per cent increase in the cost of a 
marketbasket containing 16 selected 
food items in June, an increase that 
would have been considerably greater 
had granulated sugar not staged still 
another sharp decline. 
Five pounds of sugar today costs 
$1.28 on average in the cities surveyed, 
compared to $1.54 a month ago, a drop 
of 16.8 per cent. 
But, hamburger increased on 
average by 5.8 per cent, bladecut 
chuck roast went up 14 per cent, whole 
frying chickens rose by 6.3 per cent, 
and center-cut pork chops vaulted up 
11.7 per cent. 
The items in the marketbasket in­ 
cluded hamburger, chuck roast, 
chicken, pork chops, milk, margarine, 
peanut butter, eggs, toilet tissue, 
bread, sugar, white potatoes, coffee, 
detergent, chocolate chip cookies and 
frozen orange juice. 
Cities surveyed included Akron, 
Athens, 
Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, 
Columbus, 
Conneaut,

Marietta, Massillon, Portsmouth,

The survey was extended into the 
produce department to check price 
spread for cabbage, strawberries and 
roasting ears. The range was wide—8 
cents on a pound of cabbage, 8 cents on 
an ear of com and 30 cents on a quart 
of strawberries. 
Cabbage averaged 20 cents a pound, 
but ran 17 cents in Portsmouth and 25 
cents in Conneaut. Strawberries aver­ 
aged 98 cents a quart, but sold for 88 
cents in Marietta and $1.18 in 
Cleveland. An ear of com averaged 16 
cents, but hit 18 cents in Akron and 
Cleveland, 19 cents in Steubenville, 
down to ll cents in Van Wert and 14 
cents in Youngstown. 
Ground beef went at an average 
price of 90 cents a pound in the 13 
cities, but ranged from 69 cents in 
Massillon to $1.19 in Cincinnati and 
$1.18 in Cleveland. 
Chuck roast averaged $1.21 a pound 
around the survey area, ranging from 
77 cents in Van Wert to $1.89 in 
Marietta and $1.69 in Youngstown.

LOS AN G ELES (A P) - This time 
the rockets’ red glare may be a 
product of Communist China. 
Chinese rockets and firecrackers are 
being imported for bicentennial 
displays in 1976 as the United States 
celebrates its 200th birthday, the 
owner of the nation’s largest fireworks 
supplier says. 
Fireworks also w ill be supplied by 
England — America’s foe in the War of 
1812 when Francis Scott Key wrote the 
"Star-Spangled Banner” — as well as 
from France, Canada, Taiwan, Japan, 
Macao, Brazil and other South 
American countries, he adds. 
“ We’re kind of in the unique position 
of celebrating our 200th anniversary — 
at least in part — with fireworks made 
in the world’s biggest communistic 
country,” says Patrick M oriarty, 
owner of Pyrotronics Inc. in suburban 
Anaheim. 
“ The capacity of the domestic 
manufacturers is not sufficient to 
handle the volume of business. It is 
getting more the case as we get closer 
to the bicentennial in 1976.” 
He estimated that China w ill be the 
third largest supplier for the bicen­ 
tennial wingdings, with their fireworks 
expected to make up 10 per cent to 15 
per cent of the total consumed in red, 
white and blue displays. Japan and 
Canada will be the leaders, he says. 
Pyrotronics, supplier of fireworks 
for the daily summer shows at 
Disneyland and Disney World, has 
been stockpiling pyrotechnics for the 
last two years in anticipation of the bi­ 
centennial observances. 
“ The products the Chinese are 
making are superior to all others,” he

Ford To Sign 
Housing Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford will sign a compromise housing 
bill which supporters say could lead to 
construction of 300,000 new homes in 
the next year, giving a badly needed 
boost to the depressed housing market 
and the construction industry. 
The measure also will provide up to 
$250 a month in mortgage payments to 
help homeowners who face foreclosure 
because of the reces ion and will ex­ 
tend an emergency home repair and 
rehabilitation program for one year 
with a $100-million authorization. 
The bill was hurriedly worked out 
last week after the House failed in an 
attempt to override Ford’s veto of a 
$1.3-billion housing subsidy backed by 
Democrats. The President called the 
measure inflationary.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - This time 
the rockets’ red glare may be a 
product of Communist China. 
Chinese rockets and firecrackers are 
being imported for bicentennial 
displays in 1976 as the United States 
celebrates its 200th birthday, the 
owner of the nation’s largest fireworks 
supplier says. 
Fireworks also will be supplied by 
England — America’s foe in the War of 
1812 when Francis Scott Key wrote the 
“Star-Spangled Banner” — as well as 
from France, Canada, Taiwan, Japan, 
Macao, Brazil and other South 
American countries, he adds. 
“We’re kind of in the unique position 
of celebrating our 200th anniversary — 
at least in part — with fireworks made 
in the world’s biggest communistic 
country,” says Patrick Moriarty, 
owner of Pyrotronics Inc. in suburban 
Anaheim. 
“The capacity of the domestic 
manufacturers is not sufficient to 
handle the volume of business. It is 
getting more the case as we get closer 
to the bicentennial in 1976.” 
He estimated that China will be the 
third largest supplier for the bicen­ 
tennial wingdings, with their fireworks 
expected to make up IO per cent to 15 
per cent of the total consumed in red, 
white and blue displays. Japan and 
Canada will be the leaders, he says. 
Pyrotronics, supplier of fireworks 
for the daily summer shows at 
Disneyland and Disney World, has 
been stockpiling pyrotechnics for the 
last two years in anticipation of the bi­ 
centennial observances. 
“The products the Chinese are 
making are superior to all others,” he 
said. “Their colors and their materials

Franklin County Common Pleas Court 
judge rejected on Monday an attempt 
to stop a transportation department’s 
appeal of a state Personnel Board of 
Review ruling. 
The Department of Transportation 
was appealing to the court a board 
decision that 346 laid off workers must 
be rehired. The laid off workers tried 
to stop the appeal.

CINCINNATI (AP) - George Foster 
says he has hit a ball harder—but not a 
baseball. 
“ I’ve hit a golf ball further, but not 
often,’’ said tne 26-year-old outfielder 
Wednesday night after crashing one of 
the longest home runs ever hit by a 
Cincinnati Red in five seasons at 
spacious Riverfront Stadium. 
The homer, which lifted the Reds to 
a series-sweeping 4-3 victory over the 
Houston Astros, rocketed into the 
second tier of the left-centerfield upper 
deck. 
Estimated at 480 feet, the three-run 
homer was No. 14 for Foster, an 
amazing total for a parttime per­ 
former whose previous career high 
was 13. 
It was Cincinnati’s 32nd home vic­ 
tory in 41 home games and came 
before a crowd of 23,080 that pushed 
Reds’ attendance over the million 
mark at the earliest date in the history. 
Foster’s fourth homer in the last six 
games was greeted by a standing 
ovation when he trotted to the outfield. 
“ That’s one of the biggest thrills I’ve 
had,” said Foster, who has taken 
Cincinnati by storm with his thun­ 
dering bat. 
“ You always try to play your best, 
but an appreciative crowd really 
helps,” said Foster, who rode the 
dugout bench until Manager Sparky 
Anderson moved Pete Rose to third 
base May 3. 
Foster said he spent extra time at 
the underground batting area, hitting 
the ball off a tee “ to keep my shoulder 
in.” 
The Reds, for the third night in a 
row, staged a come-from-behind vic­ 


tory. Houston jumped to a 34) lead in 
the first inning when the Astros 
swarmed over newcomer Tom Carroll, 
who was making his second start in 
three games. 
Loser Larry Dierker, 7-9, retired the 
first 13 Reds he faced and permitted 
only five hits, but Foster’s big blow in 
the sixth inning did him in. 
The Reds got a run in the fifth when 
Foster got on base due to a high throw 
by second baseman Rob Andrews. He 
scored on back-to-back singles by 
Cesar Geronimo and Darrell Chaney. 
In the sixth, Ken Griffey beat out his 
18th infield hit of the year and Dan 
Driessen slapped a two-out single. 
That kept the inning alive for Foster, 
who surpassed the 30 R BI mark with 
the homer. 
Rookie pitcher Rawly Eastwick, 1-1, 
responded with four innings of one-hit 
relief to notch his first major league 
victory. 
“ I really needed that for my con­ 
fidence,” said Eastwick, whose earned 
run average has taken a beating since 
his arrival last month. 
Houston’s runs came when Greg 
Gross walked and went to third on 
Cesar Cedeno’s double. Bob Watson’s 
infield single scored Gross and Cedeno 
scored on a wild pitch. Andrews then 
delivered a single to left, scoring the 
third run.

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 
Donnie Allison and Buddy Baker are 
determined to get rid of a few jinxes by 
conjuring up some good luck when 
they start from the front row in the 
$127,375 Firecracker 400 stock car race 
Friday. 
The pair of hard-luck drivers, often 
leaders but seldom finishers at 
Daytona Intematonal Speedway, set a 
torrid qualifying pace Wednesday. 
Allison registered 186.737 miles per 
hour in a Chevrolet, using a pet groove 
he claims makes him a little faster 
than anyone else on the 2.5-mile tri­ 
oval located practically in the back 
yard of his racing shop. 
Allison, 35, said he talked himself 
into it by “repeating to myself, ‘just do 
everything smooth,’ for two hours 
before I qualified." 
It is the fastest lap recorded here 
since National Association for Stock 
Car Auto Racing moguls decided 
things were getting unsafe at 190 mph- 
plus speeds and applied carburetor 
restrictions five years ago. 
Baker, 34, was second fastest at 
184.687 with his Ford and predicted he 
will run laps in that range during the 
400-mile race. 
“I sure do believe in jinxes," Baker 
said. “I just broke one but good by 
winning Talladega. If Donnie runs all 
day, he’ll be hard to beat, but he isn’t 
going to run away from us."
